food administration, clothed with the

limited to the duration of the war. 
"The representatives of the grain

elimination of waste and proper con- 
servation in this country, an ample 
supply of grain will be available lor 
domestic consumption as well as to 
provide for requirements of our al- 
lies, and that the problem therefore, 
is one of administration.
